As the fiscal year begins on the second Morday in April, 
the period embraced within tbis report includes the whole of 
the fiscal year 1883-and the last half and first half respectively 
of the fiscal years 1882 and 1884. 

The Territorial tax was reduced by the last Legislature from 
40 cents to 25 cents on the hundred dollars. having been re- 
duced by the previous Legislature from 75 cents on the hun- 
dred dollars, thus making a reduction of 662 per cent. within 
the past four years. So farfrom any accompanying reduction 
of receipts following therefrom, the Territorial income is now 
greater than it was four years ago when the rate of taxation 
was three times as high. The last reduction did not take effect 
generally until April, 1883. As the property taxes for 1882 at 40 . 
cents on the $100, were not generally collected until after the date

| _ of the last report, the receipts of Territorial proportion (shown 
- in statement VL) must be understood as including the bulk of 
„the taxes for 1882, which fact accounts for the trifling falling 
off in receipts this year as compared with last. 
TERRITORIAL DEBT. 
Our Territory is practically out of debt, our only indebted- 
ness being the two classes of bonds, with accruing interest, as 


follows:

| To offset this, we have at present in the treasury the sum of 
$56,490 54. As appears by Statement I. there is due from 
the counties on Territorial tax for this year $35,980 54. The 
great bulk of this amount will be turned in during this quarter. 
This, together with the amounts received from poll taxes and 
licenses, after deducting expense of collecting and the neces- - 
sary disbursements, will leave an amount not far from $80,000 
in the treasury at the beginning of next quarter. 

To meet the tirst class of indebtedness, due December 1, 
mn “1885, with interest will require about $25,000. At the present 
| ratio of increase both of expenditure and receipts, we shall be 
laying up a fund largely in excess of what is actually required. 

EXPENSE OF COLLECTION. 
. As there seems to be a general misapprehension as to the 
amount of expense incurred in collection of Territorial moneys, 
I subjoin herewith a statement of such expenses as prescribed 
by statute and as construed by the courts. The Auditor's 
commission on property tax is based, not on the amount actually 
paid, but on the amount of the assessment roll. Hence, if the 
property taxes are delinquent or for any reason not collected in 
— full, the Auditor's commission appears to be in excess of that 
of the Treasurer. The Auditor is allowed to take out his per- 
centage in full on the property taxes as soon as the assessment 
roll is completed. The following are the expenses, as inter-

TERRITORIAL PRISONERS. 
The heaviest burden of expense to which the Territory is 
subjected is the care of the Territorial prisoners. The amounts 
expended on such during the past two years are as follows:

This is an inerease of more than 100 per cent. over the 
‘amount paid for the same cause during the previous two years. 
It is upon the same ratio of increase that I estimate the ex- 
pense of prisoners for the next two years at $75,000. I cannot 
see the necessity of constantly piling up so heavy an expense 
upon the taxpayers of Idaho. It is perhaps impossible to better 
the present contract with the United States for keeping them 
at the rate of $1 per day per man, as long as they are retained 
within the Territory. I respectfully submit the question 
whether the interests of the Territory would riot be subserved 
by making some provision for the removal of long-term and 
life prisoners to some Eastern institution, where they can be 
kept at a nominal sum. This would remove in a great degree 
the baleful effects of competition between conviet and honest 
labor in the Territory, besides avoid giving rise to the very 
grave question as to whether the Territory under the present 
contract with the United States is entitled to the labor of the 
prisoners 

INDIGENT INSANE. 

The contract with the Portland Asylum having terminated, 
anew contract was negotiated by Acting Governor E. L. 
Curtis and John Hailey as Commissioner with the State of 
Oregon on the 4th day of September, 1883, whereby the Idaho 
inmates of the Portland Asylum were transferred to the State 
Asylum at Salem, and to which institution our indigent insane 
are now sent, and where they are kept at an expense to the 
Territory of $6 per week per head.

It should be borne in mind, however, that the tigures above 
^ given for 1884 have reference only to what are known as the 
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"original assessment rolls.” The “subsequent assessment 
rolls” to be reported in January will doubtless increase this 
amount very materially. As the assessed valuation does not 
represent one-half the actual valuation, and does not include 


unpatented mines, we may safely place the actual valuation of 


the Territory, apart from its unpatented mines, at over $31,- 
000,000. :

POLL TAXES AND LICENSES. 


An examination of the amount paid for poll taxes düring 
the past two years must convince us that the provisions of the 
poll-tax law of 1881 are not by any means complied with. I 
would recommend a reduction of the amount of the poll tax, 
as I believe a much larger number would be collected, and the 
total receipts would be thereby inereased. 


Much dissatisfaction is experienced regarding our present 
license law. In addition to other defects it virtually permits a 
trader to carry on business for the first three months without 
taking out a license, an obvious injustice to established mer- 
chants. The law relating to liquor licenses is also vague. 
While no doubt the intention was to require a quarterly license 
of $50 from every retail liquor dealer excepting in occasional 
instanees where liquor should be retailed at places distant a 
mile or more from a town, yet it is frequently a matter of con- 
jecture as to what constitutes a town in Idaho. There are but 
three incorporated cities in the Territory, and the Collector is 
often perplexed to know whether a settlement containing a 
store or two and a saloon is a “ town ” within the meaning of 
the statute. In order to remove any doubt, I would recom- 
mend that all retail liquor dealers be required to pay the reg- 
ular license, unless it is sold at a distance of a mile or more 
from any other place where it is retailed, when it should be 
$15. Where there is a sufficient local demand for more than 
one saloon in an immediate neighborhood, the dealer ean cer- 
fainly afford to pay the regular license. 


e TERRITORIAL ATTORNEY. 


I must beg leave to repeat the suggestions embodied in my 
last report concerning the appointment of a Territorial attor- 
ney. The Territorial officers are now without any legal ad-

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viser, and the interests of the Territory are liable to suffer in 
consequence. 
? FEES FOR COLLECTING TERRITORIAL MONEYS. 

Under the present system of collecting Territorial moneys 
the County Commissioners are allowed to audit and adjust ac 
counts of county officers against the Territorial funds. Fre- 
quent confusion arises therefrom, and errors happen from the 
Commissioners not being fully apprised of the status of an 
officer’s accounts with the Territory. I would suggest that all 

-accounts of county officers against the Territory should first be 
- audited and adjusted by the Controller before being allowed to 
retain their percentage out of the Territorial fund. 


DELINQUENT TAXES. 


I would recommend that the time when taxes shall become 
delinquent be extended to the first Monday in January. Under 
the existing law much hardship results, especially to the farm- 
ing communities, without any corresponding benefit to the Ter- 
ritory or counties.
